How Santa Fe Telegraphers 
Came to Strike, 


The Alleged Order from Ramsey an 
Operator’s Little Joke 


Which Proved Costly to the Road 
and Bad for the Joker. 


The Men Ordered Back to Their Keys an 
Soon as the Keal Facts Came Out— 
Other Strikes About the 
ountry. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Toreka (Kan.,) Oct. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| All telegraphers on 
the Santa Fé system, to the number of 
900, struck this morning in response to 
an order from Chief Ramsey, of the Or- 
der of Railway Telegraphers. The 
source of the trouble is the Gulf, Colo- 
rado and Santa Fé, which is operated 
by the Santa Fé. The operators of the 
Texas line, several hundred in number, 
had a schedule for increased wages be- 
fore the officials, but it was not allowed. 
The Santa Fé operators struck in sym- 
pathy with the Texas operators. 

General Manager Robinson, of the 
Santa Fé road, says: ‘The strike oc- 
curred under a misapprehension. 
Grand Chief Ramsey did not order the 
men out. I have traced the matter 
down and find that the order forthe 
strike was a dodge, and that an opera- 
tor by the name of Johnson wrote it 
and signed Ramsey’s name toit. He 
intended it only as a joke, ard when 
the men learn this they will return to 
work.”’ 

The men here do not credit Robin- 
son’s statement. The Santa Fé officials 
also contend that the order for a strike 
on the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé was 
not made by Ramsey, but by his assist- 
ant, Tobey, who claims authority to 
sign Ramsey’s name. 

The men declare that 800 operators 
on the St. Louis and San Francisco, and 
500 on the Atlantic and Pacific will 
strike unless the Santa Fé comes to 
time. 

It is learned on good authority that 
the telegraphers on the Missouri Pacific 
road will strike this afternoon. 

The Atlantic and Pacific operators 
went out this afternoon. 

LATER—THE STRIKE ENDS. : 

Topeka (Kan.,) Oct. 17.—The great 
strike of telegraphers on the Santa Fé 
system was all the result ofa hoax. 
The operators weré informed by Chief 
Ramsey tonight that the order direct- 
ing them to strike was a forgery, and 
he instructed them to return at once to 
their positions. The operators imme- 
diately returned to their keys and the 
work of straightening out the tangle 
caused by the strike began. 

Operator Baker, after reading the ac- 
count of the strike on the Gulf, Colorado 
and Santa Fé division of the Santa Fé 
system, thought he would play a joke 
on the manager of his office. He wrote 
outa message ordering a strike and 
signed Chief Ramsey's name thereto, 
and laid it on the manager's desk. 
Manager Sweet after reading it immedi- 
ately repeated the message to the next 
station. Within fifty minutes it was re- 
ceived by every operator on the system 
and fifteen minutes later every one 
struck. Baker was doubtless the onl 
man whe got all the fun out of the joke, 
for it was most serious business for the 
Santa Fé road. It was not until 7 
o'clock this evening that Chief Ramsey 
was putin possession of the facts, and 
he immediately ordered the men back 
to work. 

A COSTLY JOKE. 

During the day the entire system 
from Chicago to the Pacific Coast and 
from Kansas City to Galveston was 
practically tied up, over 200 opera- 
tors being idle. The only man who re- 
mained at his post was the operator 
at Barclay, Kan., who says he knew the 
order was a hoax. The loss to the 
company is véry great, while the only 
benefit to the operators is in showing 
the perfect manner in which they are 
organized. Joker Baker dis- 
charged. 

ON THE GULF DIVISION. 

GaLveEston, Oct. 17.—The telegraph 
operators‘ and station agents’ strike on 
the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fé road is 
in statu quo. All operators and agents, 
except about twenty, are out. 


THE RIO GRANDE STRIKE. 


Few Trains Moving--More Men Expected 
to Go Out. 

Denver (Colo.,) Oct. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The strike of the en- 
gineers, conductors and trainmen onthe 
second and third divisions of the Denver 
and Rio Grande Railwav remains in al- 
most the same condition as last night. 
Business on the divisions is almost ata 
standstill, and the effects of the: strike 
are felt along the line. The men on 
the frst and fourth divisions are still at 
work, and it is learned the conductors 
and engineers on these divisions will 


not strike unless forced to doso by their 
superior officers. 

Chairman Vick Roy, of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers, said today that 
unless a settlement of the trainmen's 
strike is Made the telegraphers on the 
Rio Grande would all come out. The 
strikers dre peaceable and no disturb- 


‘ance has occurred. 


Trains are sent ont from here, but ne) 
only to Pueblo and Cajion City. No 
trains are yet crossing Marshall Pass 
or running oneither of the lines be- 
tweeo Salida and Grand Junction. All 
business for Alamosa and Santa Fé goes 
from Pueblo via Las Vegas -Pass. Pas- 
senger business frém California is 


transferred to the Colorado Midland at 
Grand Junction.

BEATEN TO DEATH. 


An Indian’s Brutal Crime Near San 
Diego. 


Aged Couple Mardered on Their Ranch— 
The Perpetrator Arrestedin the Act 
* ef Escaping from Their 
Dwelling.

San Drego, Oct. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated. Press.}] The first news of a 
shocking murder of an aged couple was 
given in today’s Sun: J.S. Geiser and 
wife had a farm on the Otay mesa 
about seven miles east of Otay Station, 
fifteen miles south of this city. Last 
night the children of a Mr. Piper, a 
relative and neighbor, heard screams 
while passing near the Geiserer’ place. 
Piper and son went overand as they 
approached the house ther saw a light 
go out. As Piper entered a figure tried 
toslip outin “the darkness and they 
grappled. After a terrible struggle 
Piper secured the fellow, an Indian la- 
borer named JoséGrabielo. On investi- 
gation Piper found the bodies of the 
couple lying outside the front door, 
beaten nearly out of semblance of hu- 
mauity. Three bloody sticks had been 
used. The Indiam’s shoes were found 
at the fence. . 

The theory is that he killed Geiser 
in the cow yard, crept upon the old lady 
in the front room and dispatched her 
and then age the man’s body up to 
where she had been thrown. ‘Then in 
plundering the house he did not hear 
Piper’s approach. It is believed the 
Indian had had a grudge against Geiser 
over pay about well-digging, also that 
he may have been the murderer, about 
three yeats ago, of. y, who 
lived near on a ranch by herself, which 
crimé always remained a myntery. 

Officers were summoned, and after se- 
curing the murderer a search of the 
region revealed two other Indian sus- 
pects. All were brought here this 
morning, and the bodies were brought 
here also for the imqmest. The two 
suspects say. they saw Grabiecio, the 
third Indian, going along in the road 
with a demijohn and that he was drunk. 
They profecs no knowledge of what oc- 
curred afterward. The prisoner ap- 
pear stupid and will not talk. 


A DIME NOVEL V.CTIM. 


A Boy Attempts to " Blow Up His Family 
and Takes to the Woods. 

LEADVILLE (Colo.,) Oct. 17.—[By the 
Associated Press.| “Herman Truman 
the eighteen-year-old son of A. S. Tru- 
man, with several companions, secured 
200 pounds of giant powder and placed 
it in a small mine near his father's res- 
idence. The intention wasto kill the 
boy's father, mother. little brother and 
sister, against whom he had a fancied 
grudge. The powder was exploded by 
a long fuse, and Truman's residence, as 
well as that of Peter Breen, next door, 
was almost wrecked. Miraculously 
none of the inmates were seriously in- 
jured. 

It was found.that the boy had stolen 
$200 belonging to his father, and 
taken refuge with a partmer in a cave 
twelve miles from town. Officers have 
gone to make his arrest. As Truman 
is a victim of dime novels, and armed. 
probably he will resist arrest. The ex- 
plosion caused hundreds of dollars dam- 
age. Several houses must be entirely 
rebuilt.

Michigan’s Peculiar Election 
Law Sustained. 


A Decision of Political Importanes 
by the Supreme Court. 


Blaine Reticent as to His Plans for 
the Campaign. 


Cleveland Refers a Keporter to a CUlair- 
voyant — The Fusion Question in 
Minnesota Argued in Court— 
Campaign Echoes. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasainotos, Oct. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The United States Su- 
preme Court, by Chief Justice Fuller 
today. reaffirmed the judgment of the 
Michigan Supreme Court upholding the 
constitutionality of the famous Miner 
law providing for the choice of Presi- 
dential electors by Congress districts 
instead of by the State asawhole. The 
Court holds that the Fourteenth amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States did not limit the right of a State 
to fix the modeofchoosingelcctors. Itis 
conceded that the effect of the decision, 
which was unanimous, is to give part, 
at. least, of Michigan's electoral vote to 
Cleveland. 

Chief Justice Fuller, in annowaciog 
the conclusion of the court, said that 
the announcement was made at this 
time because of the exigency, suggested 
by counsel, requiring early action. 
Hereafter the court would file an opin 
ion setting forth more fully the grounds 
on which it decided the case. On the 
question of jurisdiction, which point 
the Democrats weived, the Chief Justice 
said the court ruled that under section 
709, Revised Statutes, it had jurisdic- 
tion.

With afew exceptions all the 
species recorded in the Botany of Cali- 
fornia and Mr. Parrish’s list have been 
authenticated, and some 350 new spe- 
cies ‘have been added to the county list. 
Dr. Davidson acknowledges his obliga- 
tion to Dr. Hasse of Santa Monica, who 
supplied the greater number of the 
coast species and generally revised the 
whole. Assistance was also rendered 


Mr. Gompers Called to Account, 

In the July number of the North 
American Review, Samuel Gompers, 
president of the Federation of Labor 
in the United States, published an arti- 
cle under the caption ‘“‘How Will the 
Federation of Labor Vote in the Com- 
ing Presidential Election?’’ His views 
were of the ultra trades-unionist stamp, 
narrow and bigoted, and a fair idea of 
them may be obtained from the follow- 
ing excerpts: 

“There is no principle involved in the 
party issues in which wage-workers 
have a deep or keen interest.’’ 

‘Broken promises to labor; insincere, 
half-hearted support and even antago- 
nism of legislation, and subserviency to 
the interest of capital, have createda 
bitter antagonism to the great parties.”’ 

‘But, in leaving old parties, to whom 
shall workingmen turn’? Of course, 
acting upon the principle ‘of all evils 
choose the least,’ they will more gen- 


erally coiperate with the People's 
party,” 
President Gompers's paper has been 


answered by an American workingman, 
who signs himself ‘‘Pioneér,’’ in a 
series of four open letters which make 
very interesting reading. Ina prelimi- 
nary note the writer says to Mr. Gom- 
pers that the outgiving inthe North 
American displeases manv members of 
the organization, and especially those 
of Amefican birth. The reasons why 
he states as follows: 


Firstly, you convey the impression 
that their political convictions and 
sense of duty toward the American 
Commonwealth had been lost in or con- 
founded with notions of allegiance to 
some undefined ideas connected with 
the social question. 

Secondly, in treating of the purposes 
ofthe trades unions and their concen- 
tration into national bodies you inflict 
upon the educated classes who read the 
‘Review,’ some dreamy phrases taken 
from confused books of German philoso- 
phers, by which you place us in the po- 
sition of people who get up large 
unions without knowing what they 
want. 

We do not like this. And while wish- 
ing you had remained silent, we must 
call your attention tothe fact that suc- 
cess in life, as you have it, does not 
always bestow that penetration and 
tact which are necessary to discern the 
intentions of thousands of people, and 
to speak thereon with a view of show- 
ing themthe pathof public duty, but 
often lead mento take glittering gen- 
eralities for wisdom. Andas mistakes 
of head and heart committed by promi- 
nent men like you are always visited 
upon their simple followers, and as we 
desire to hold the fort of our uuions and 
the stronghold of our country together, 
we herewith putin our solemn protest 
against some of vour propositions. 


In the series of open letters, from 
which we can make only a few extracts, 
“Pioneer” utters some very salty 
truths. He says: 


As we Americans are an enlightened 
and progressive people, there are al- 


is, we have always with us thinkers who 
propose to benefit us through the Gov- 
ernment. It is the glory of our institu- 
tions that we have no emperor or king 
to repress the growth of principles 
springing directly from the people. 
And however contemptuously modern 
social reformers speak of our great par- 
ties as means to transform principles 
into law, they are safeguards of the ac- 
tive spirit of liberty,.as well as barriers 
against violent and frequent changes in 
our institutions by irresponsible dema- 
gogues. Thus our institutions admit of 
continuous progress, while at the same 
time they exercise a conservative re- 
straint on rash innovators. 

This restraint—the necessity of let- 
ting millions of voters scrutinize politi- 
cal schemes presented for governmen- 
tal action—is what you and European 
labor leaders dislike. You want us to 
vault, like the French or South Ameri- 
can republics, from one political notion 
to another; but we Americans like to 
preserve institutions which we have in- 
herited from our fathers, while we con- 
sider and adopt new ideas. Therefore, 
while some labor leaders stand ready to 
Overthrow our institutions, we of the 
rank and file insist, for good reasons, 
upon their preservation, The simplest 
citizen feeis that he can safely trust in 
such principles as have passed through 
the crucible of party agitation. 


‘ . . . . . . 

Two spirits speak in plain language 
through the platforms of the great par- 
ties. The. Republican declares: The 
American Government must give aid 
and comfort to industry. The Demo- 
cratic spirit repeats year by year: The 
American Government must let labor 
alone, 

The Republicanssay: The protective 
tariff is a good and constitutional means 
to attain a beneficial end. The Demo- 
crats maintain: Thehigh tariff is a bad 
and unconstitutional means to attain a 
purpose which is denounced by the 
orthodox science of political economy. 

We shall not here discuss the merits 
of the tariff laws, but merely ask some 
questions. Do you think it of import- 
ance to you individually or te the body 
of men whom you represent collectively 
whether the country. has a government 
whieh will give aid and comfort to peo- 
ple engaged in industry or one which 
will turn a cold shouldertoall our need 
and hopes’ 

Is it of no interest to you whether our 
country is governed according to the 
needs of the living people or according 
to the schemes of the philosophers who 
consider Adam Smith and Ricardo 
marvels of political wisdom? Is it of 
no consequence whether the curse of 
our age—this let-go principle of, state— 
be perpetuated in America er the 
cloak of Democracy er whether the peo- 
ple take steps against the monster born 
from English selfishness? 

We, the united workmen of America, 
have answered these questions long

ago. For more than forty vears we 
have endeavored to get our govern- 
ments fromthe old free-trade tracks 
laid out by Ricardo and make it run on 
the broad gauge of protection. Yes, 
we want the Government to interfere 
when employers abuse women and 
children who labor in factories; when 
they suck the life blood out of us by 


ways principles at work among us; that 


| means of the truck-system; when the 
shylocks bring shiploads full of con- 
tract laborers into our country; and, 
above all, when importers sell goods 
made at starvation wages in Buropean 
countries. Though we laborers differ 
among ourselves on many questions, on 
this ohe we are solidly united; and for 
labor leaders, who know all about our 
class misfortunes in England, to say 
that the working people have no in- 
terest in the great principle of Repnub- 
lican protective statesmanship—that 
beuts all. Give them a lesson which 
they wlll not forget. 


In our social life the Republicans are 
inthe main not pleased with every- 
thing dove by the trades unions, but they 
are not by principle inimical to our or- 
ganizations. Though considering trades 
unions a hobby of the workingmen, oc- 
cupying their attention far too much, 
they are good-natured enough to say: 
Let them indulge in their pastime until 
they get tired of it. True to the old 
American rule, ‘‘Live and let live,” 
most Kepublicans think it not gentie- 
man-like to quarrel with workingmen 
about wages, and a great many are 
» large-minded agd far-sighted enough to 

consider fighting with their bread-win- 
ners sheer waste of time, nerve and 
money. Besides this, we know many 


try boasting of self-government en- 
lightened workingmen ought to be con- 
sulted when rules for government in 
workshops are drafted. 

For more than thirty years organized 
labor has pulied the same political rope 
as the Republicans, and joined with 
them in one national party we have 
elected governments which thought less 
of glittering theories and more of the 
material interests of the Nation than 
the Democrats 
From the organized laborer's point of 
view it can be said that the Republicans 
as power have always fos- 
tered the vital interests of the working- 
men and never yet attempted to weaken 
them as aclass witha view to destroy 
them as a social power. Under Repub- 
lican rule came industry and wealth, 
andin their wake appeared trades 
unions after trade unions, together 
with good wages and decent treatment 
in shops. 


The Changed Method of Voting. 

The recent decision of the Supreme 
Court of this State, construing. the law 
as to the method of voting by the Aus- 
tralian system, is unfortunate in one 
respett. After most of the people have 
been instructed, and have got the 
scheme firmly fixed in mind, they are 
now called upon to unlearn the lesson 
and learn it over again in a different 
way. Weare now told that the saw- 
buck stamp opposite fhe head of the 
ticket makes a vote for only the presi- 
dential electors of that ticket, and that, 
to vote for State and county officers 
and the acts and amendments submitted, 
a mark must be placed opposite each 
aame and proposition. 

Beside the confusion arising inthe 
public mind from tbe change of instruc- 
tion so short a time before election, the 
fact thata great many more marks 
must be placed on a straight ticket than 
as previously understood, greatly mul- 
tiplies the chances of error. 

The only advantage to be urged in 
favor.of the new plan is that it places 
all parties on an equal footing, and that 
the Populites will have oo chance to 
kick, It may also tend to the voting of 
less straight tickets and cause a closer 
discrimination between candidates. 

Undoubtedly a great many ballots 
will be thrown outas irregular. Per- 
haps 20 per cent. of the total vote 
cast will ‘be lost in this way. 
In view of this probably large 
shrinkage, it stands the Republicans 
in hand todiffuse a knowledge of the 
new requirements as generally among 
the members of the party as possible, 
tothe end thattheir loss may be re- 
duced to a minimum.. No better mis- 
sionary work could be done for the 
party than to appoint committees to 
circulate through the country to in- 
struct Republicans and to be present at 
the polls to give instructions before 
voters enter the booths. 


A Self-imposed Candidate. 

The telegraph yesterday brought a 
long story about the nomination of Mrs. 
Victoria Woodhull-Martin for President 
of the United States, by the Woman 
‘Suffragists, which should have been 
paid for as advertising matter. It 
is a gigantic fake, and a _Indi- 
crous imposition, designed simply 
to thrust this contankerous and 
irrepressible woman into fresh no- 
toriety. She has been nominated by 
herself, and nobody else to speak of. 
It is doubtful even whether Mr. Wood- 
hull-Martin had much to do with it. 
The Woman’s Journal, of Boston, which 
is the organ of the woman's suffrage 
movement in the United States, touches 
this subject up very neatly as follows: 

It is announced in press dispatches 
that Mrs. Victoria Woodhull-Martin has 
been nominated for President of the 
United States by the Suffragists. The 
Democrats and Republicans of this 
country have their recognized na- 
tional organizations, and have nomi- 
nated respectively Cleveland and Har- 
rison for the Presidency. If a dozen 
unauthorized and irresponsible per- 
sons, calling themselves Republicans or 
Democrats, should meet and nominate 
some one else, it would not be proper to 
say that the Republicans or the Demo- 
crats had nominated So-and-so. The 
Suffragists of this country have their 
national organization, with about thirty 
State societies auxiliary to it. They 
‘have made no nomination for Presi- 
dent of the United States. The al- 
leged nomination is the act of a 
few wholly irresponsible persons. 
With the exception of the candidate her- 
self, not one of the women said to have 
taken partijnthe so-called convention 
is known to us even bv name. The Suf- 
fragists 6f the United States realize 
thatit would be altogether premature 
for them to set Up a candidate’ for the 
Presidency while women have no votes; 
and if they were to nominate anybody, 
it would certainly not be Mrs. Victoria 
Woodhull- Martin.

A petition from Mrs. Bradfield, ask- 
ing for an assistant drawing teacher, 
was read.

Ordered. 


The Plumbing Inspector Ordinance 
Passed Over the Veto. 


Bids for the Sewer Bonds Oponed 
and the Awards Made.

Seven members were present yester- 
day morning when President Bonsall 
called the City Council to order at 10 
o'clock. 


The Bridge Committee reported that 
as the bids of T. A. Grant and M., Alder- 
ete were the same for painting the city 
bridges the committee recommended 
that Mr. Grant be awarded the contract 
for painting the Buena Vista, Aliso 
street, Seventh and State street 
bridges, and that Mr. Alderete be 
awarded the painting of the Macy, 
Kuhrts and Walnut street bridges, each 
contractor Yeceiving $444‘ for the 
same work. It was so ordered. 

The Zanja Committee recommended , 
that the zanjero be instructed to take 
immediate steps toward removing the 
zanja well on Soto street so that the 
contractor may proceed with his grad- 
ing contract.

Do You Want House Letter Boxes?—A 
Good Thing Within Reach. 

What are the citizens of Los Angeles 
going todo in regard to the recent or- 
der of Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
authorizing postmasters in free deliv- 
ery cities, towns and rural communities 
to put up house letter boxes for the col- 
tection as well as the delivery of mail 
on regular free deliveries, whenever 

two-thirds of the householders: on a 

given route desire this new double serv- 
ice? The matter has been thoroughly 
discussed at other points. but so far has 
not attracted ,much attention in this 
city. The Postmaster-General is anx- 
ious to introduce the system here and 
will do so whenever the necessary two- 
thirds of householders on any route in- 
dicate their willingness to pay $1 each 
for letter boxes. These letter boxes 
have been tested for two years in Wash- 
ington and St. Louis, 
demonstrated that collections are pos? 
sible with deliveries and without loss of 
time to the carriers, and that there is a 
saving of time in the double service on 
compactly settled routes, which can be 
utilized to extend the system or increase 
the number of deliveries. 

The principal reason why the new 
double service sould be desirable to 
householders is because of the conven- 
rence of being able to drop their mail 
into an inside collection and delivery 
box without going ont of doors. and in 
thus securing the prompt transmission 
of the mail they desire to send away. 
As the inside collection and delivery 
boxes only cost 1 each, and they 
would give every householder every 
convenience they would have if they 
lived in the postoffice, there ought to be 
no trouble about securing this new and 
desirable service for every route in Los 
Angeles. In addition to the greater 
safety ofall mail matter these’ boxes 
would provide a place for the reception 
of your Dairy where it can not 
be blown away or get wetinthe rain 
before you gather itin. The boxes will 
soon be ready and the householders of 
Los Angeles should be among the first 
to gain the advantages of this new sys- 
tem for the safe and speedy collection 
and delivery of mail.

A GREAT WORK. 


Movement to Secure a Topographic Survey 
of the State. 

The next State Legislature will be 
asked to make the first appropriation of 
$25,000 annually for the purposes of 
a topographical survey of the State, to 
be made by the State in conjunction 
with the United States Geological Sur- 
vey Corps and to be completed within 
the next ten years. The object of the 
proposed survey is the preparation of a 
complete’ and authentic State topo- 
graphic map. Aconference with this 
object in view washeldin San Fran- 
cisco several days ago. The parties to 
the conference were officers of the 
United States Geological Survey and 
members of a joint committee com- 
posed of representatives from the two 
universities, the Academy of Sciences, 
the Technical Society and the Science 
Association of the University of’ Cali- 
fornia. There were present Profs. Jo- 
seph Le Conte, F. Soule, 8. B. Christy, 
A. C..Lawson and W. E. Ritter of the 
University of California; Profs. J. C. 
Brauner, C. D. Mrax and J. M. Stillman 
of the Leland Stanford Jr. University; 
H. W: Harkness, Profs. Scupham and T. 
S. Brandegee of the Academy of Sci- 
ences; W. G. Curtis of the Technical 
Society, and Maj. Powell, Prot. Thomp- 
son and Willard D. Johnson of the 
United States Geological Survey. 

The committee effected a permanent 
organization to further the purpose of 
securing for California a detailed con- 
tour topographic map of its valley areas 
by means of the system of codperation 
between the Federal and State authori- 
ties which has been in vogue for some 
years in several of the Eastern States. 
The plan there adopted has been that 
the expense of the survey has been 
equally shared by the State and the Na- 
tional Government, and the work has 
been done by the corps of the United 
States Geological Survey. Inthis way 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connec- 
ticut and New Jersey have been com- 
pletely surveyed, and the survey of New 
York State is now under way. 

After some general talk Maj. Powell 
addressed the committee reviewing the 
history of topographical surveving in 
the United States and the preparation 
of maps under these surveys. At first, 
these maps were on a scale of four 
miles to the inch; then by reason of the 
change in public sentiment it was con- 
cluded to make part of the maps on the 
scaleof two miles to the inch, and 
finally, with State codperation in sev- 
eral instances, to survey certain of the 
maps on the scale of one mile to the 
inch. As these moreaccurate and ex- 
pensive maps have been produced their 
superiority has been recognized, so that 
the demand at the present time is unan- 
imous for maps on a scale of one mile to 
the inch and for most careful work. 

The speaker specifically stated that 
the valley, foothill and lower mountain 
areas of California could be surveyed, 
for the publication scale indicated, ata 
cos: per square mile ranging from $8 
for the flat plains of the broad ititerior 
valleys to $20 for the less rugged of the 
Coast range, and added that the Geolog- 
ical Survey stands ready to codperate 
in the undertaking. 

The details of the proposed survey 
were then discussed, after which speci- 
fieations were adopted in accordance 
with the practice of the Geological Sur- 
vey, after which the joint committee 
formally indorsed the proposition to co- 
operate in the work as soon as Califor- 
nia is prepared to proceed. . 

phon which it is proposed to map 
is 40,000 square miles, and the work 
will take ten years for its completion. 
The total cost would be less than $500,- 
000, of which one-half would be charge- 
able to the State. This spread overten 

ears would by only $25 000 annually. 
e committee will meet again shortly 
to take steps to secure the introduction 
and passage of a bill in the next Legis- 
lature to render the project effective. 

The work above proposed is in direct 
line with that carried on under the di- 
rection of Arthur P. Davis and his as- 
sistants, of the Geological Survey, in 
San Diego and San Bernardino counties, 
the great value of which is attested by 
every engineer who has examined the 
maps prepared by these gentlemen, and 
which are now in the branch office of 
the survey on South Broadway. :

Itisthe gen- 
eral opinion that, should there be no un- 
favorable conditions between now and the 
time the crop is gathered, the Navel crop 
will be large, or much above the average. 
The seedling crop will be rather lighter 
than the average, as will the Mediterranean 
sweets, although there are some groves of 
both seedlings and Mediterraneans which 
will yield very large crops. Although the 
wind and sand storm last week did a little 
damage, in no place was it very greit. It 
is estimated that, should nothing occur to 
damage the crop, the shipment of oranges 
from this place will be much in excess of 
last year’s output, although the crop may 
not exceed the total crop of last vear, in. 
cluding the damaged fruit. The outlook is, 
on the whole, very encouraging.
